If little petty Intereſts (ſays he) make one Brother wiſh the «- 
thers Death, how much moreprevalent will the Intereſt of a Cram 
be ? Nay, of two Crowns, Viz. One here, and another hereafter in 
Heaven, promi”?d him by an O!d Fellow with a bald Pate, and « 
Spade-beard. 
As tothe Argument, this is only the Second Part to the 
fame tune; and a warn 'Tnftance improv*d into an Un- 
verſal Exception. I here are wicked Husbvands, Wives, Children; 
Let there be no more Afarrying. Men have been poyſor'd in 
the Sacrament, in their Cps,.and Diſhes ; ſhall we Therefore 
never receive the Communion, nor Drink, nor Fat ? There 
have been Tyrants in all forms of Governments, ſhall we there- 
fore have 70: Government at all?

Cmſeientions Or Ambitions. So that the danger ariſes from the 
Humour of the Perſon, not from the Relation. Nay, Secondly, the 
Danger is Greater, from a Popular Fattion that has no Right at all 
«Crown, than froma Legal Pretendent ito it, upon a Claim of 
Deſcent. FOr the One only waits his Time, according to the 
courſe of Nature, whereas the Other preſles his end by the ways 
of Bloud and Violence, having no other way to compaſs it : He 
makes it yet a ſtronger Argument, where there is but One Life 
tetwixt a Succeſſor and Three Kingdoms : But does not this Argu- 
ment hold as ſtrong on the other {ide ? There was only the Krngs 
Life betwixt the Fattion of 164.1. and the Three Kingdoms, which 
Life they took away, and ſo poſleſt themſelves of his Dominions.

There is no more ia this, than that moſt Princes believe, por 
tie Common Inducements that move all men of Reaſon what. 
ſoever to believe ; viz. the Probab'lity of the matter in Queſtiqy 
and the Credit of the Witneſſes. Now as to the Popifh Plet ; No 
ſhall give him theſe Points for granted, bat without Ciſcharging 
a Plot likewiſe, on the other hand, upon the ſame Principles, and 
no leſs pregnant Evidence. We do not ſpeak here of the Pu 
Plot, which the Papiſfs woutd moſt fillily have turnd upon the 
Presbyterians, (the ſhalloweſt Contrivance certainly that ever wx 
hatch*d, and the moſt palpable Impoſtare : ) But we ſpeak of ;

This is 
great a Truth, that moſt of the ſerious Catholiques themſelyey te. 
flet familiarly upon theſe Byſie people, as the common Ty 
blers of the Peace of Chriſtendome. Bat then I ſhould haze op- 
po$*d an Intereſtalſo on the Fanatigues ſide, to ballance this. Fy 
they have their Reverſional proſpects too; their ſequeſter'd 1;. 
vings and Eftates; their plunder?d Goods , their profitable Offces 
and Commiſſions, Crown and Church- Lanas, &c. And they wit 
for their day again as impatiently as the Fews do for their M{. 
fras. Nay, to keep their Title ſtill a-foot, they ſtand faſt to ther 
Old Covenant ſtill, as the Fanatiques Magna Charta , by which 
they pretend to make out a Religions Claim to all the advantage 
they got by Sacriledge and Oppreſlion. So that their Prixcjply 
and Intereſts lying indifferently againſt the E/tabliſht Order both 
of Church and State, there will be no need of caſting either; 
faults upon the other. 

After a worſe than Aſtrological Determination upon the 
Kings Fate; he beſtows another Caſt of his Cunning upon the 
City and Citizens of London, which (he ſays) is in danger tg 
be conſum?d by Fire. It is a lewd and a ſeditious Hint, in both 
theſe Caſes, the putting of it into the head, as it is much in 
the power of any profligate and deſperate Villain, to verifie his 
Calculation.

If Popery cannot come in without Arbitrary Goverament, if the 
Te/aits deſign the burning of London, as the only United force thi 
can withſtand that power : either there is no fear of Popery and 
Arbitrary Geveriament, and (conſequently) of ſuch a deſgatz- 
king place in rhis Kings Reign; or the whole Calumny falls d- 
rectly upon his Aajeſty himſelf : or otherwiſe, if the Appears 
proſpect looks forward into the future, what*s the meaning 0 
all theſe Alarms, ſo unſeaſonably, to trouble our preſent peace 
with the ſickly Viſions of things to come ? And he ſhould hare 
done well alſo to have expcunded himſelf a little upon the UW 
ted Force that ſhould withſtand, and the Arbitrary Government 10 
be withſlood ? For 'otherwiſe, it may be taken for the ſounding 


of a Trumpet to a Rebellion. For the Arbitrary Government =_ 
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he phancies tO himſelf , muſt be exerciſed either by a Lawful 
Prince} or by an Vſurper : If by the Former, his Tyranny is 1) 
grant for cur oppoſition if the Latter , there?s no appearance 
of any other U/arpation, then (as we ſhall ſee preſently) of his 


own ſetting up. 
Secondly, he ſays that London #s the only place, where by reaſon of

on the Goyernment,crouded into one ſentence, as could well be Plain Englith, 
{ brought together. Here is frſ# an exhortation to a Rebellion. For 


the Prince here in Queſtion, againſt whom the ſword is to be 
drayn, can be no other, upon his ſuppoſition, then actually the 
King, And let him take his choice now whether it ſhall be intend- 
ed of his preſent Majeſty, or of his Succeſſor. It is a Rebellion againſt 
the King that now zs, 1n the one caſe, and againſt the next King in 
the other. And ſecondly, It is not only a ſimple Rebelliox,, but (to the 
ſandal of the reformation, and particularly of the Church of E-- 
glx) a Rebellion founded upon the Do#rine of the Proteſtant Re- 
len: Thirdly, it is no other then (as he himſelf has worded it) 
the Helliſh Tenet of murthering Kwmngs , in a diſguiſe; only a Fe- 
ſutical Principle 11 Maſquerade. It is, Foarthly, a Condemnation 
of the practices and ſubmiſſions of the Primitive Chriſtians,and the 
whole ſtory of our Proteſtant Martyrology.
